JAPAN'S POLITICS. 


NEW PARTY TO BE FORMED 
_ BY ADVISER, 


CHINA POLICY.

tical situation, which is due to the 
presence of two evenly balanced:

Mr. Tokonam{ has resigned the 
advisership of the Minseito, and has 
declared his intention of forming a 
new party for the purpose of break~ 
ing up the balance of power. 

Though the possibility of seces- 
sion was rumoured previously, Mr. 
Tokonami’s action at the’ present 
moment has come as.a complete : 
Burprise and is expected to have 
far-reaching results aa 2 large num- 
ber of his followers are’ expected 
to sécede to the new party and sup- 
‘Tport the Seiyukai. This will 
ruin the chance of the Mingeito of 
overthrowing ‘and succeeding the . 
Tanaka Cabinet. 

Not only will the continuance of 
the present Government be there- 
by virtually assured, but also the 
Government is expected to recelve 
the support of the new party In 
carrying out {ts Chinese policy.

“Local.—After the resumption of 
normal communication with Hong 
Kong in October, 1926, trade pass- 
ing through the Samshul Customs 
improved somewhat, though it did 
not attain. dimensions proportion- 
ate to the consumption of the dis- 
trict. This state of affalrs con- 
tinued throughout the year under 
review, and there ‘are no prospects 
of the prosperity of the pre-strike 
period being restored in: the near 
future. The net value of the 
port's. trade during the year 
amounted to Hk: Tls. 5,462,065, or 
44 per cent. less than In 1924, 
Of the many adverse factors re- 
tarding the progress of recovery, 
the Washington surtax is perhaps 


‘lthe greatest, According to , the 


present system, the new surtaxes 
are levied on general cargo at 50 
per cent.,of the amounts actually 
paid at the Maritime or. Native 


{Customs and at full rates on ar- 


ticles classified as luxuries. Re- 
vised Import Tariff charges : are 
heavier than those of the: Gencral 


Export Tariff and also the Native 
Customs Tariffs. Surtaxes levied 
on the fbasis of these tariffs na- 
turally show wide differences. 
Owing to this, a certain portion of 
the Samshui foreign. imports has 
been diverted to the Native Cus- 
toms, while goods of Chinese ori- 
gin have been imported from 
Shanghai via Canton in order to 
avold paying the high import 
duties, Sainam needs are for the 
most ‘part now! supplied from Can- 
ton, and to some extent the re- 
quirements for the stage ports are 
also drawn from that source, The 
reason why. Samshui-trade has not 
suffered to an even greater degree 
is explained by the comparative 
safcty of steamer transportation, 
as consignments of goods convey~ 
ed by Hong Kong-Canton junks 
have on more than one occasion 
been pirated.

Imports, Direct and Coastwise.—. 
The value of the foreign goods im- 
ported direct from Hong Kong 
amounted to Hk. Ts. 4,142,845 and 
from Canton to Hk. Tls, 193,008, 
the net total’ Value being Hk, Tis. 
4,388,622, as compared with Hk.

“Rose growers always have been 
and: always will be: striving after 
the true blue rose,” Mr.J. Fraser, 
an expert, told a reporter at the 
summer show of the National Rose 
ne | Hospi in the grounds of the Rodal

EVERYDAY ERRORS. 


“A golf club is not an axe; you 
are lifting the club from the ball 
with the right hand and making a 
chopping motion of it. You must 
swing the club ‘round the . body.” 
These wore scraps of a cofiversa- 
tion I overheard the other day be- 
tween -Duncan’ and a player who 
had gone off his drive, and imme- 
diately I was reminded of an -in- 
eldent In the course of last year’s 
championship at St. Andrews. Mr. 
Robert Jones was asked what he 


| considered to be the gravest fault 


committed by the average golfer, 
Without a moment's hesitation. he 
sald, “Lifting the club straight 
from the ball with the right’ hand. 
Nine out of every ten playera do It, 
and what seems to me to be remark- 
able ig that most of them. go’ on 
doing {t without: ever realising the 
fact.” ‘ 

To illustrate his point, Mr. Jones 
took a club and swung. It, firstly, as 
in the cnse of the average man, and, 
secondly, as the club ought to be 
swung. One saw ithe right hand 
tuking command the moment the 
awing was commenced, the club be- 
ing lifted straight to the shoulder, 
; with the result that the body pivot, 
the straight left arm, and all. the 
rest of the necessary, but com- 
plicated movements, wera’ entirely 
absent. Actually, there was no 
swing at all, the right hand having | 
turned Mr. Jones into something 
resembling a house excavator in- 
stead -of a golfer. Then followed 
the correct movement—the square 
‘stance, with the feet, comparatively, 
close together; hands low, with a 


sweep round the body which made, 


an extreme turn. 

As the back-swing commences the 
head seems to turn away from the 
ball as if the left eye in Mr. Jones’s 


‘| case {s.the master eye, ‘Apparent- 


ly, the left side pushes the ‘club; 
back, and the left arm, immediately 
the swing gets under way, straigh- 
tens out and remains straight, 
without being rigid, until the, blow 
is delivered. Asked what was the 
secret of his golf, Mr. Jones replied, 
“There is no sceret; I have dis- 
covered nothing different from 
what other players have discovered. 
But I am inclined to think that the 
factor of greatest importance in my 
golf is the body turn, which is. 


jone.”” 
| “What does one do when not Wwear- 


This’ characteristic is noticeable in 
Mitchell, Compston, and Mr. Tolloy, 
but not quite so marked in the case 
of Hagen, who has a distinct sway 
before begirining the turn.

| But-he sways back ‘again at’ the 


right moment, and no doubt, the 
slight lurch agslata the powerful 
body thrust at the: moment of im- 
pact.

Dun- 
can goes on to say: “If the’ playor 
will keep his hands low he has at 
any rate a chance of plvoting pro- 
perly; but hia hands will come up. 
Then out goes the club to the’ right, 
and he cannot turn properly." Gene 
Sarazen, one of the most fluent of 
“pivoters,” puts {t In this way: 
“The club should be started back 
low along the ground to prevent 
it being lifted too quickly. To do 
this, start the swing by showing the 
club back with the left hand.. 
This means, of course, that the left 
shoulder begina to turn, So far 
aa I see, the shoulder and the left 
hand start at the same time.”

Let-us pursue the subject till 
further.

There must be firm- 
ness without’ stiffness or, rigidity. 
A post cannot pivot; a dish rag can 
be twisted, but it has. no firmness: 
Do not try to use the‘hips in pivat- 
ing; they will turn alright if the 
body is relaxed.” From the advice 
of this collection of experts it will 
be gathered how very important it 
‘ta to cultivate a free turn of the 
body in order to combat the terrible

The charges made by the railway 
companies have, since the war, 
been very high, and there is little 
douht that a large -number of 
people have been deterred from 
taking their cars to France by 
that bill of between £10 and’ £25 
for the double journey. 

That these freight-rates ‘have 
been too heavy has recently been 
plainly shown by the action of the 
Zeeland SS. Co. in offering to 
take 25-cwt. cars from Harwich 
to Flushing. at the charge of £5. 
The new scheme is even more 
reasonable, the charge for 9-ft. 
wheelbase cars being £4 153. re- 
turn, Dover to Calais, and it is to 
be hoped ‘ that it will lead the 
rallway companies to make a re- 
duction. To charge for a voyage 
occupying about seven hours the 
price of a first-class ticket to the 
South of France, a journey of 850 
miles, is, to say the least, exces- 
sive, 

Financial considerations apart, 
it is an excellent thing that the 
man of moderate means is being 
thus encouraged to tour abroad. 
Naturally, this is not said in any 
disagreement of home cruisiny 
grounds, There are no countries 
in the world better for touring 
than England, Scotland, Ireland, 
and: Wales, But the roads jn 
them are already congested and in 
the official holiday months, July 
and August, things are likely to 
be worse than ever, and anything 
which tends to leszon the pressure 
is to he welcomed. It is not only 
that the roads themselves are un- 
comfortably crowded during the 
_ eQ{day, but that-the' problem of

TRAFFIC CONGESTION. 


[By Walton: Schmiat, Field: Repre- 
sentative, National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, N.Y.) 


With an ever increasing num-

The problem of congestion on 
Manila streets and - the main ar- 
terles of traffic to and from metro- 
politan ‘centres is one which will 
become increasingly’ important 
here as you jnerease the number 
of motor cars jin use. 


~ Speed: Regulation, 


A failure to meet the growing 
trafic difficulties squarely and 
effectively brings all manner of 
problems in its wake. All: the 
commercial business of! a eommun- 

wy ity is adjusted to a certain time 

' element. It is predicted on the as- 

‘ sumption that certain acts can_be 
consummated in a certain period 
of time.. Internal transportation 
over the streets plays a substantial 
part in this time factor, varying in 
importance with’ various 
prises. 

And that brings us to the qtes- 
tion of. speed regulation. « With 
23,000,000 automobiles on our 
-roads we had to speed up trae in 
America, 

Average operating apeed ia 
gradually being raised aj] over the 
United States. The tendency in 
‘practically ull ‘American citles is 
toward a ‘greater liberality in 
speed control, While many of the 
local traffic codes retain antiquat- 
ed rules specifying speeds absurd- 
ly law, or are controlled. by .un- 
necessarily restrictive state reguia- 
tions, enforcement: has generally 
Deen sufficiently liberal to permit 
adequate speed of movement. And 
by constant effort’ both municipal 
and state specd regulations’ are 
fast, being ‘brought’ into line with 
present conditions, |. 

We have found that most acci- 
dents do not . happen because of 
the fust driving but because at 
the wrong place or time, | In 
other words they are caused by, 

 recklessneas: Some states like 
Michigan have repealed .all speed 
limits but increased penalties for 
vecklessneas, In some states you 
are fined if you. drive less than 
half the maximum speed ‘limit. In 
at least ten states, automobile 
speed limits. were raised by legis- 
lative’ action as well us in open 
country. | : ' :

PREVIOUS .WINNER AGAIN 
: SUCCESSFUL. $ 


AT SINGAPORE. 


Triumphs, B.S.As and New 
Hudsons, shared the honours in 
the motor-cycle’ reliability trial or- 
ganised by -the Sirigapore Automo- 
bile Club. The dry weather prov- 
ed of great agsfstance to the com- 
petitors in the colonial sections, 
making them fairly casy going 
even for novice riders, A litve 
rain would have made the course 
fur more difficult, but since riders 
in this part ‘of the world do not re- 
ceive the assistance from makers 
that is tendered at home. and con- 
acquently would have to pay for any 
damage out of’ their own pockets, 
that was just aa well. 

Starting from Orchard Road, the 
route led through Alexandra Road 
and the first diMcult: section was 
encountered at the 444 mile stone. 
Beyond the fact that the surface of 
the rond ‘was uneven and the. rond 
Las hilly as any found in, Singapore, 
there was nothing in the section to 
bother the riders.

Triumph won the S.A.C. cup, losing 
only one mark out of 2 100.

Water ‘Phe Best Drink. 
“The ideal drink for one driving 
a car is obviously water, and any

But it 
must be recalled that the United 
States ‘is the only nation that re 
quires a two-thirds vote by the 
ratifying body,

war by a majority vote; but can- 
not make peace’ except by a two- 
thirds ,vote of the Senate. I do 
not think there is a country in the 
world where the sentiment for 
pee is stronger than the United, 

tes,” 

Questioned regarding’ his views 
on the extension of women’s fran- 
chise in Britain and its probable 
effect upon auch questions as 
peace, Colonel House said that it 
was. too early to make. any pre- 
diction, 

“The only thing one can do," 
he added, “is to. recall the effect 
of general suffrage in the United 
States, where it was introduced 
in 1920.
